America is hiiUtoo youiiK ^'' have 
developed a race of ^reat and dis- 
tineuished families, but a good start 
has been made in that direction, 
ThiiikinK of this we instinctively 
jilace the AdainS family of Massa- 
chusetts on a pedestal and say: 
"There waii a noble line," Aad ub 
if to make up for some deficiencies 
that she is not proud of, New Knjf- 
laud has sung this family int.qji^sort 
of immortality, until we other poor 
benighted creatures have gotten the 
idea that this line of A.danises is the 
only one in our history that has pro- 
duced Kreat men and women . Hap- 
pily, this is not true. 

As benefactors to the human 
family, no clan in America will 
compare with t-he family which Dr. 
Harvey PrindlePeet, of Connecticut, 
founded. For 1.3.5 years this truly 
noble family have de-'oted tlieir 
whole energy to educating the deaf 
and dumb of America and from them 
have come many of the great ideas 
of instruction now being used and 
the energy that has made this 
philanthropy as much a fiart of tlie 
educational system of our country 
as are the public schools. One 
member of the family, the last of 
her race, ^Miss Rlizabeth Peet, is 
dean of wotiien of r>allaudet College. 
In some respects she is the flower of 
the flock. When she lays down her 
work, there will be no Peet to take 
it up. And since 1822 a Peet has 
lieen at the head of this profession 
I am not unmindful, in a discus- 
sion of this philanthropy and of the 
unusual men and women who have 
been associated with its rise and 
tjrowtji. that the Oallaudet fan#ly 
not only holds priinacybut also have 
made a distinguished contribution 
to it!» development. The • Rev, 
riiomas Hopkins Oallaudet, of 
Philadelphia, foifnded (he first 
•ichffol for the deaf in America at 
Hartford, Conn., in 1817. His two 
sons haVe been associated in a most 
intimate and compelling wav with 
he movement, particularly here in 
Washington, atid the family name 
is given to the only college for the 
leaf in the world, (There is no 
other college of its kind to be found 
III V where on the globe. ; The, Oal- 
laudet faniilv and the Peet family 
iiave been very closely related in 
this work, and the historv of one 
family could not be written without 
writing much f)f the history fi.f the 
other. It is of the Peets, however, 
that I sing. 

A country boy founded tin's 
family. He was poor, but he had 
the stuff in him which carried him 
far until his name was known on 
two continents as one of the great- 
est benefactors of the human race. 
By self -education, by hard work 
and by Yankee push, be managed 
to go through Andover and liien 
through Yale, where* he graduated 
with high honor.s. His aim was to 
be a minister, that being tjie most 
dignified of the professions then 
open fo educated young men, but 
before he entered the seminary, in 
1822. he being tlieti twenty-eight 
years of age, a chance call changed 
the course of his lite. Very slowly 
tie had accumulated his stock of 
learning,. and long aft?r most men 
enter upon their careers he was 
just gettinK ready to prepare for 
his. 

It was while he debating the 
fjueslion of his life work that a call 
came to him from I)r. (iallaudet to 
join him in the lalxirsof the school for 
the deaf at Hartfoid, and recogniz- 
ing that this, too, wa.s the Lord's 
vineyard, he accepted the rail and 
took up his duties with energy and 
holy enthu,siasm. Hot 51 year;^ he 
labored in this vineyard, and accom- 
plished much. 

On the very day that the Hartford 
school opened its doors a similar 
institution was chartered in New 
V'->rk, but it did not immediately 
t" " 'way and duriujf its efffly 

\ ' ! with all the trials and 

tribulations lliat heset the jiaths of 
eleemosynary schools. What it 
lacked was intelligent direction, and 
finallv, in sheer desperafion, the 
board of directors went to tlartford 
to get a matiager. Dr. (iallaudef 
recommended his able assistant, 
Harvey P. Peet, who had for eight 
\ears been a strong and growing; 
force in the Hartford school. 

When he took up his new duties, 
on February 1. 1831, Dr. Peet found 
that the New York fn<fiHifion for 
the Deaf and Ditmlt, now known ns 
the Fanwood HchcKil, was prart irallv 
nothing more than a name. It be- 
came undt'r his 42 vears' direction 
the fni' '-hool of its kind in 

Amen :sf; the laboratory in 

which was tried out every educa- 
tional idta that could be used or 
was suggested for nne in instructing 
the deaf, 

Karly in his administration at 
New York he begin fo tour that 
State, making addr-'^scs and infer 
viewing the pro^iinent. people, the 
opinion makers. If is sairl that he 
visited every town in the State arid 



told his audiences what he was do 
ing. Tliiis he laid the foundation 
for the great philanthrojjies of which 
New York todav is so jttstly proud. 
If you could teach the deaf, you 
could do anythrhg. Which is'true. 

Tlie board of directors of tne New 
York institution had brought from 
I-ratice Prof. IvCoti Vaisse, who was 
a member of the faculty of the deaf 
and dumb school at Paris, then the 
leading one on the continent! It 
was far ill :iiK:iiw<> <,r the others in 
ideas. 

DurinK I'le later years of his 
active life tiie founder of the Peet 
clan bccatiie involved in two contro- 
versies which he ultimately won 
and which added to his fame. They 
were with Dr. Samuel Gridley 
Howe, of Hoston, who also conduct- 
ed an institution for unfortunates 
and whose fame rests chiefly on the 
fact that Laura Hridgeman was his 
(jiipil. She was blind, deaf and 
diiiiib, and Dr. Howe, through a 
raised alphabet he invented taught 
her to read and write and really 
educated hi • T* - a wonderful 
achievemei. 

In a moimiit oi tosiasy, it wotild 
seem, Dr. Howe said that Laura 
Hridgeman "alone and unguided 
sought f'.od and "found Him in the 
Creritor." This" was something new 
indeed. No mair* has ever yet 
thought his way to Ood, Who came 
to man in a revelation. Socrates 
came nearer doing it than any 
thinker who iias lived, when he rais- 
ed the question about the earth and 
its inhabitants. "Whence came 
they?" he asked. "They didn't 
spring from nothing." 

Dr. Peet took sharp issue with 
Dr. Howe and maintained that 
Laura Hridgeman derived her idea 
of Ood and even of a Creator from 
her school companions, unobserved 
liy her teacher. As a speculation, 
his thesis at least is more rational 
than that of Dr. Howe. 

The other question at issue be- 
tween these two eminent men Was 
Dr. Howe's forceful objtction to 
"institutions" where unfortunates 
were kefit toKether. / "The blind 
liecoine blintler and the deaf and 
•luuib more deaf and dumb by asso- 
ciation with each other," said he. 
This was a direct challenge t<i all 
the institutions for the deaf and 
dumb, and coming from such a source 
it was up to'Dr^ Peet to prove that 
it was not so. The fact that every 
state ill the Uiiio,ii has blind asylums 
and deaf institutes, and that the 
deaf have a national college at 
WashingtMi, chartered by Congress, 
rather justifies the experience of 
Dr. Peet a;irl proves flint Tir TT'>"'e 
was wrong. 

Tliis remaikalile okl man iiitio 
duced in his school a system of 
lectures! by signs, that is used to- 
day, and 'he conducted religious 
instruction in such a way ks to 
give the pupils an idea of their 
relations to Ood. and of the duties 
growing out of these relations, 
that gave no offense to Protestants, 
Catholic or ]vw. It is continued 
to this day, and if that isn't /fl

stroke of genius, what is 

Tvarly he conceived the idea of 
lip-reading and sent a member of 
his faculty to Kurope to study 
methods taught in the schools 
there. In a little while he and his 
son, Isaac, and three of his ad- 
vanced pupils, went abroad and 
spent six montV" -•■ul'ing this 
System. 

From Dr. Har\ey Peel's loins 
there came three brilliant sons, 
ICdward Peet, Dudley Peet and 
I.ssac L. Peet, two of whom at one 
time or another taught in the Fan- 
wood School, of which their father 
was princifial. Of the three, Isaac 
Lewis Peet si)ent his whole life at 
Fanwood, succeeding his father as 
principal and teachirig there 53 
years.' Altogether he and his father 
taught 10'4 years in deaf schools. 

Of the other softs, Dudley Peet 
seeifis to have been the most remark- 
able person in the family. He had 
that scintillating brilliance that is 
characteristic of those who die early 
with (nilmonary trouble. Robert 
Louis Stevenson had it, and so did 
Tinirod, the Soufn Carolina poet, 
aiiff Keats and others. Like all 
the irtale Peets, he was a Yale man 
and highly 'cultured. When he was 
a child. hef^Iked in signs before he 
<ou!d form wnris nnrt it was feared 
iluit he wrtul/1 rvever learn to speak, 
but speak lie ■ ■ '1 in his young 
fiianhf)od. hf national oowers 

were so extraordinary tm to astonish 
even his own family, 

A» a .scientist be mastered 
tnedicine, which was his chosen 
t>rofessioii, and chemisfrv, which 
he taught, and r«'iotograf)hy, then 
confined to the poor work of 
Dfil^iierre. Today cinerolor is the 
talk of the movies. In 1861 this 
man was making two-color 
daguerreotypes, ant* had he lived 
he might have discf)vered pro- 
cesses tbat even vet have escaped 
thebesf investigators. 

This brilliant man was a chess play- 
er of uncommon ability, astotrishing his 
world by playing three games at once, 
a remarkable achievement for that 
day. 

Romanre enters the family throuKh 
Dr. Lsjiiic l/cwis Peet, whi> married 
one of his pupils, a brilliant New 
Vork girl named Mary Toles. Brain 
fever had made her tjeaf but not dumb, 
nnd her voice is said to have been as 



a poet of marked ability, and while 
many verses came from her pen, only 
a tiny volume of them have been col- 
lected. 

From this mother and from Isaac 
L. Peet came two sons and a daughter 
who have made their mark on the 
world of their day. One of the sons, 
Dr. Walter B. Peet, was a noted 
sportsman who was a member of seve- 
ral Columbia crews and a coach of dis- 
tinction. The other brother was Geo. 
H. Peet, a journalist, well known in 
Washington, and immediately after the 
Armi.stice at the close of the World 
War, liaison officer between the French 
Hi^h Commission and the American 
newspajjer men in Paris. Neither 
achieved the distinction that has come 
to their able sister, Miss Elizabeth 
Peet, who is dean of women of Oallau- 
det College, was the first woman mem- 
ber of that faculty, and who declined 
the offer of George Wa.shington Uni- 
versity (o become its dean of women 
when that position was created. 

It is more than a coincidence how 
the Gallaudet and the Peet family liave 
crossed destinies. As already stated, 
Dr. Thomas H. Gallaudet started Dr. 
Harvey Peet on his great career. 
When Old Hickory was President, 
Amos Kendall, who was one of his most 
intimate advisers, found himself the 
custodian of a group of stranded deaf- 
mutes. A court in the District had 
made him their guardian, responsible 
for their education. In desperation 
he turned to Dr. Harvey Peet and ask- 
•ed him to send his son, Isaac, to Wash- 
ington to found a school for these chil- 
dren. Instead, Dr. Peet sent Edward 
Miner Gallaudet, the younger sfin of 
his old friend, who establi.shed the 
Kendall School which later became 
Galla\idet College. Thirty-six years 
after the college was organized, Dr. 
Gallaudet went in person to the Rhrnle 
Island School for the Deaf at Provi- 
dence, where Miss Elizabeth Peet was 
teaching, and offered her a position in 
the faculty. This was no mere friend- 
ly gesture. Even then Miss Peet was 
known as a brilliant teacher, a repu- 
tation she was to enlarge after coming 
to Washington. 

For thirty years, now, she has been 
a member of the faculty at Gallaudet, 
carrying on the high tradition of her 
father and her grandfather. Her life 
has been full of incident, bristling with 
anecdotes that endear her to her stu- 
dents and to her friends. Like her 
many-sided uncle, Dudley Peet, she 
was born talking with her fingers, and 
today she is one of few p>ersons who 
can stand before an audience and talk 
with her vocal organs and with her 
hands at the same time, telling the 
same story in both languages. 

She was privately educated, most- 
ly by her father, and when she got 
ready for college her father needed her 
help and for four years she traveled 
with him, acting as his private secre- 
tary, helping him with his lectures and 
public addresses and gathering an 
education that no schfml can give. So 
when she came to Gallaudet College 
she was a profes.sor without a degree, 
and if George Washington had not 
given her A.B., for which she studied 
while teaching, she probably would 
never have been thought of for dean of 
women of that great university. 

When I con.sider what she has done, 
what Mi.s8 Charl Williams and what 
Mrs. Cora Wilson Stewart, two other 
degreeable school teachers, have done, 
in the matter of educating others and 
originating great ideas in education, it 
makes me wonder if the .schoolmasters 
have not muffed the ball somewhere. 
Should they diversify so much or con- 
centrate on one thing more? 

Mi.ss Peet, of course, had back of 
her a blood line that is purple all the 
way. Her father and grandfather were 
Yale men, but they were also students 
and executives all their lives. Her mo 
ther was a p<jet and a conversationalist 
of much charm. And in the whole 
family there runs a religious strain that 
is Puritan to the very chine. They all 
seem to be human beings, filled with 
the joy of life, a)nscious and uncon- 
scious humoriais, articulate with their 
fellow beings at every point of con- 
tact. It is indeed a rare r.ue <>! rare 
folks. 

When the Old DtKtor was iivmg 
Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, later 
King Edward VH of England, came 
to th's country, and visited the Fan- 
w<K)d Schrwl, where he wrote his name 
in the quaint old family album. His 
grands^jn was here many years later, 
and it would not have been character- 
istic of the Peets if he had not been 
shown that album and a«ked to put 
his monicker in it. The incident ha|>- 
p«;ned at the British Embiussy, where 
the album was taken by George Peel 
at the request of one of the secretaries. 
With Alljert Edward were the Duke 
of Newcastle and Sir G. N. Grey, 
father of lyord Grey, <if P'alloden, the 
British Amba-ssador at the lime of 
young Edward's visit in 1919, and all 
of these men in the royal suite also 
wrote their names in the old album. 
I/)rd Grey, of FalkKien, said that 
he honored his father sf< much that he 
was proud to |)ut his autograph cm the 
fiagp op|x)site the one on which his 
father's signature appeared, and dir- 
ectly under that of the young IVince. 
This priceless album was found at 
high sea in Edward of Wales' trunk, 
where it had fjeen put by mistake by 
the Prince's valet bad cess to him 
and returned to Washington by s\m\n\ 
messenger to Miss Peet, who kee|)s it 
with the precious relics of her family, 
under lock and key. 

Not .so very long agfi Miss Peet ob 



entering Conversatioh they battered her 
to a race. A Signified old dean swim! 
Borrowing a bathing suit she plunged 
into the pool and was doing so many 
Annette Kellermann's that her young- 
ish competitors st()|>pefl their own part 
in the water sport to gaz6 at this trans- 
formed dean doing stunts that would 
make a fish green with envy. 

When she was a child her older bro- 
ther used to take her to the river 
with his pack of favorite hunting 
dogs and throw her into the water 
with them. Thus she became an ex- 
[lert swimmer and when the time came 
for her to demonstrate this side of her 
many faceted nature she was ready. 
That seems to be a characteristic Peet 
quality. No wonder it is a remark- 
able family. — David Rankin Barbcc.
